One of the users of the Southeastern 
Cluster Group called the DXCC Desk February 11th, and asked if C1A, 
Bouganville, was being considered for new country status. Don Search's, 
W3AZD, reply was "NO WAY". It was also reported (but unconfirmed), that 
the Solomon government has requested the Australian government to remove 
one of their citizens who is operating from Bouganville illegally. 


EARTHWINDS (BALLOON TRIP AROUND THE WORLD!). Bill Armstrong, spokesman 
for the Earthwinds team, announced departure from the Loral Airdock in 
Akron, Ohio, was postponed Friday the 14th, because of weather related 
problems. They will try again on the 18th or 19th. They still plan to 
operate a beacon on board (provided they have ample power available) on 
28.303 MHz. 


FO/C, CLIPPERTON ISLANDS. Good News! Mike, NONS, one of the operators of 
FOOCI was heard saying things are a go and they will be leaving February 
29th for the island. 


OZ, ON 160 METERS. Morten, OZ1FTE, informs OPDX that Denmark will have 
permission to operate on 160 meters April 1st. They will be able to 
work SSB from 1830-1850 kHz and CW from 1820-1850 kHz. When a planned 
move of the Danish Coast Radio on 1813 kHz takes place, Morten states 
they will have access down to 1810 kHz. Morten has received special 
permission to be active in the ARRL DX CW and SSB Contest on 1820 to 
1850 kHz with 500 watts.
